The Turcomans, who live on the ea st­ 
ern shore of the Caspian sea, carry 
their villa g es about with them when 
they travel. As a tribe sets out on a 
journey every man packs bis wooden 
bouse upon a camel, which the animal 
can ea sily carry, and when a spot is 
reached where be aud his friends in­ 
tend to remain for any great length o f , 
tame the ca m els are unloaded and a 
villa g e started which it ta kes about an 
hour or so to build. 
j 
It is to be remembered tha t the 
houses are real bouses and not tents 
and that the settlem ent is not a camp, 
but a village. The traveling house of j 
the Turcoman is a marvel of skill and j 
Ingenuity and is really much lighter, 
more portable and can be packed into 
a much smaller compass than any of 
the so called portable bouses that are 
manufactured aud sold in some parts 
of our country. 
The frame is made of strong, light 
wood laths about an Inch broad by 
three-quarters of an inch thick, cross­ 
ing each other when set up in position j 
at right a ng les about a foot apart and 
fa stened at each crossing by the thongs 
of rawhide so a s to be movable, and 
the whole framework may be opened 
or shut in the same manner a s those 
toys for children that consist of a 
squad of wooden soldiers and w ill ex ­ 
pand or close at will so a s to form 
open or close columns. 
One part or more made in this way 
and all inclosing a circle fifteen or 
twenty feet across form the skeleton 
of the w a lls and are firmly secured in 
place by bands of roi>es made of hair 
or wool fa stened round the end of each 
rod. 
From the upper ends of these 
rods similar rods bent near the wall 
and Into something less than a right 
angle are so disposed that the longer 
portions slope to the center and, being 
tied with rope, form the roof. 
Over this is thrown a covering of 
black felt, ha ving in the center a large 
hole which a nswers both for a window 
and a chimney. 
Large pieces of the 
sam e coarse black felt are wrapped 
round the walls, and outside these, to 
keep all tight. Is bound another frame 
of split reeds or canes or of some very 
light, tough wood bound closely togeth­ 
er with strong cords.

What the Farm ers Are Do ing. 
The rain of the latter part of last

ture. 
The stand of corn is good ex ­ 
cept on some 
early 
planted 
sod 
ground where the cut worms are get­ 
ting in their work. 
Many farm ers are 
hauling 
tile 
which will be laid this season. H. J. 
Durr, who handles the tile here 
is 
kept on the jum p nearly all the time, 
even with the assistance of from two 
to ten men and boy s, unloading the 
material from the cars.

Commerce an d Labor, a copy of the 
Pilot Ru les for the riv ers whose w at­ 
ers flow in to the Gu lf of Mex ico an d 
their tribu taries an din the book are 
fou n d the ru les which the association 
will hav e to adopt to con form with 
the Un ited States laws. 
The law prov ides that the ru les 
are for the gov ern men t of pilots of 
v essels propelled by steam, gas, flu id, 
n aptha, or electric motors. The ru les 
which will apply to n av igation here 
are as follows:

For steamers a red light on the 
ou tw ard side of the port smoke pipe, 
an d a green light on the ou tw ard side 
of the starboard smoke pip°—these 
lights to show both 
forward

abeam of their respectiv e sides, with 
the ex ception that the red an d green 
lights on open v essels of ten gross 
ton s an d u n der propelled by 
gas, 
flu id, n aptha or electric motors may 
be ex hibited from a combin ed lan ­ 
tern showin g a red light an d a green 
light. 
Su ch v essels of ten gross ton s 
an d u n der, if prov ided with a bell six 
in ches in diameter, of good ton e an d

pect. 
An y master or pilot of an y steam 
v essel who shall flash or cau se to .be 
flashed the ray s of the search light 
in to the pilot hou se of a passin g v es­ 
sel shall be deemed gu ilty of miscon ­ 
du ct an d shall be liable to hav e his 
licen se su spen ded or rev oked.
